Revolution,

It was regarded 
by many 
as too aristocratic 
in Its ten- 
dencies. 
The Society of Tam- 
many professed to be far more 
democratic 
In its character.

Indians. 
Its chief founder 
was William 
Moeney, 
a 
native-bor-n 
Ameri- 
can 
of 
Irish 
extraction.
